Now Monsignor D'Alton gives us a 
“History of the Archdiocese of “Tuam ”’ 
in two big volumes uniform with those of 
his “Ireland.” The work is of somewhat 
narrowly restricted interest; for a larger 
geographic basis is necessary, peace: to 
a book that will appeal to readers outside 
the locality with which it is concerned. 
The author here, in accordance with his 
design to gather up the fragments of the 
history of Tuam, records events that have 
no great significance, and writes often of 
persons of little note; and thus the large 
movements of the national life tend to be 
obscured by petty details. This is inevit- 
able. 
On the other hand, diocesan histories 
which glean a narrow field thoroughly 
may have great value to the general 
student as works of reference. Contem- 
lating such a work as this, or as Canon 
Maise ““ Raphoe.” the student is im- 
pelled to wish that diocesan committees 
were set in charge of them, ensuring 
exhaustive and continuous revision. The 
annals of a diocese, secular or ecclesias- 
tical, demand the attention of a school of 
historians rather than of an individual. 
Diocesan colleges might look to the matter 
with advantage to the nation. Honour 
and gratitude, however, are due to those 
scholars who attempt so large, so detailed, 
a task, single-handed.

Tuam saw many at figures. Arch- 
bishop Maurice O’Fihely, who died in 
1513, was known as Flos Mundi, by reason 
of his prodigious learning. Monsignot 
D’ Alton gives a good account of him and 
of his commentaries, which were published 


‘in Venice between 1499 and 1506; but his 


chapter serves but to bring home the need 
for a substantial volume on this remark- 
able personality. Ireland's part in the 
cultivation of European learning during 
the late middle and early modern ages 
cannot be estimated accurately while her 
most considerable sons remain mere names, 
and their writings mere titles in biblio 


graphies. 
Another figure of rare note with whom 
Monsignor D’Alton deals is Archbishop 


Florence Conry, who died in 1629. 
Monsignor D’Alton gives a good account 
of Conry’s eventful career, but makes some 
strictures on his character. He dismisses 
briefly Conry’s Latin theological writings, 
although they counted for much in the 
philosophy of bis period, and he speaks of 
a “ Catechism in Irish,” which ‘‘ deserved 
high praise.” Now, Conry is not recorded 
as having written any “catechism in 
Irish,” but he did translate into Irish, in 
the last decade of the sixteenth century, a 
Spanish allegorica] book. His translation 
was printed in Louvain after some twenty 
years. This correction is not insignificant ; 
for Conry’s translation—a volume of about 
400 pages—is one of the first models of 
late modern Irish prose, and thus gives 
its author a place of mark in Irish 
literary history. Again, Monsignor 
D’Alton might have mentioned Conry’s 
pungent verse contributed to, or comment- 
ing on, the famous “Contention of the 
Bards.”’

A BRAVE OLD MAN. 


“One ofthe worst tragedies I can 
recall is commected with the Holyoke Dam. 
There was a leak in this dam, and the 
water was fishing through with a suction 
so strong that it seemed certain death for 
a diver to go mear enough to stop-the leak. 
The leak, however, had to be stopped at 
any cost; go, Captain Conkling, who was 
in charge of the job, induced a diver, a 
man Í knew well, to “put on his suit. 
Before goiftg down the man: inéáisted on 
having an extra rope, a very strong one, 
tied round his waist. ‘ What's that for?’ 
asked Conkling. ‘That,’ answered the 
man, ‘is to help to get my body out if the 
line breaks.’ 

“It all happened just as the diver 
feared. He was drawn by the powerful 
suction into the hole.’ When they tried 
to pull him out, both hose and life-line 
parted; and it was only thanks to the 
sirong rope round his waist that his body 
was ever rescued. 

“Conkling called in vain for another 
volunteer. Not a man would budge. 
‘Very well,’ he said, ‘I must go myself. 
I'll stop that hole, and I don’t want any 
extra rope either.’ The brave old man (he 
was seventy-five at the time) donned his 
suit and went down, True to his word, he 
taise that hole, but it was with his own

Again he slashed, this time striking a new 
place ‘about an inch away, and only 
cutting about half way through the hose. 

“ Then he tried nine times more—every 
cut as his strength waned, growiny 
shallower, until the two Jast were mere 
scratches. Then his strength and life 
ebbed away together; he was drowned in 
his suit. A section of the air-pipe, with 
its eleven tragic cuts is still preserved— 
a mute evidence of the tragedy of a 
diver’s life. :

SOME NARROW SQUEAKS. 


‘Another friend of mine had a very 

thrilling experience once when fishing 
up, specie from a ship which had 
foundered off the coast of China. One 
day, when he and two other divers were 
frown below, Jeaving only three white men 
2nd eight Chinamen and coolies on board, 
to work the pumps and attend io the 
‘snes, the rascally Chinamen tried to cunt 
the signal line and air-tubes, as a pre- 
liminary to overpowering the white men 
on board and making off with the boat. 
Imckily, the white men were able to 
signal to the divers to return ‘o the 
surface; and they. arrived just in time 
to save their mates from being brutally - 
murdered. 
“I, too, have had some narrow squeaks 
in my time. Once, the rubber-joint 
under the collar (the ‘gasket,’ as we 
cal] it) was cut through by the slam of 
an iron ladder, and the air went out with 
a rush, just as it « 2s when a motor-tyre 
is punctured. A quick jerk on the life- 
line was all that saved my life that time. 
I have often had my hose squeezed so 
that the air was shut off, and I have had 
some agonising moments, with a horyible 
death staring me in the face, before I 
have been able to liberate the tube. You 
sec, when the hose gets jammed in this 
way, and the supply of air is cut ofi, it. 
is only a question of minutes, two or three 
at the outside, before you are a dead

Dubliners take a natural 
world-wide fame of our city’s beauty spots 
and of the products that are peculiar to 
their home town; and we rejoice when 
these things are appreciated by foreigners 
who have lived here for a time.

A Defender of Irish Stock. 


The- Rev. Sir Henry Lyttelton Lyster 
Denny, M.A., whose vigorous defence 
regarding the large proportion of people 
of Anglo-Irish stock who figare among the 
famous has received much attention, is a 
cultured Irish baronet who is well known 
in English Church circles. 

He is the eldest son of the Rev. Edwara 
Denny, Vicar of Laracor, County Meath.

In 1907 Sir Henry was appointed a 
Minor Canon of the National Cathedral of 
St. Patrick, Dublin. Since then he has 
held several clerical appointments in 
England. He was for a time chapiain at 
the Duke of York’s headquarters at 
Chelsea, and for two years, from 1916, 
was Vicar of Winslow, Bucks. While 
there he was copes Provincial Grand 
Chaplain of Bucks. , ' 

Sir Henry went to London in 1921 to 
become Vicar of St. Mark’s, Myddelton 
square, and he was elected a Fellow of 
Sion College. For five years he filled the 
position of hon. secretary of the London 
Church Reading Union. | 

He is a close student, oí genealogy, and 
a few years ago he published a valuable 
Handbook of the Family History of 
County Kerry. In 1916 he published a 
book on Anglo-Irish genealogy, and he is 
also the author of: “ Memorials of an 
Ancient House.”’ 

Sir Henry is the seventh Baronet, and 
the title has been in existence since 1782 
His Irish home is at ‘Tralee Castle, 
County Kerry. He is at present resident 
at West Wicklow, Kent, where he has 
been Vicar since 1925. . |

Another form of protection that ought to 
be universally accorded to the lapwing is an 
order prohibiting the taking of its eggs—the 
‘‘ plovers’ eggs, ” that have long been cele- 
brated and largely collected for sale as deli- 
cacies. In order to obtain this protection 
the first step has to be taken by the County 
Council, so that here again County Limerick 
has the remedy in its own hands. An order 
passed by the Limerick County Council to 
prohibit the taking of lapwings’ eggs in 
that county would almost certainly be at 
once sanctioned and published in the Gazette 
by the present Minister for Justice, who has 
shown his readiness to give reasonable pro- 
tection to the lapwing and to other 
threatened birds by the orders fhat he issued 
in the Gazette of May 11th last for as many 
as’ five different counties (Donegal, Kerry, 
Mayo, Waterford and Wexford). 

I mast add that the protection so much 


which in the present state of the law can 
only be given by separate county orders, 
would have been part of the common law of 
the land but for the unfortunate action of 
the Dail in rejecting the Wild Birds Protec- 
tion Bill sent down to it from the Senate in 
March, 1927. By a special clause in that 
bill it was made an offence to take or 
destrov a lapwing’s egg between March Ist 
and August Ist. It is to be hoped that in 
whatever Wild Birds Protection Bill the Dail 
ultimately passes this important clause wi'! 
be included. In many English and Scot h 
counties the shooting of the lapwiazg .s new 
(by special county orders) prohibited through- 
out the year: but this is hardly likely to be 
proposed for any part of Treland.—Yours,

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FACTS FOR POLITICIANS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Stn,—Mr. de Valera in his Limerick speech, 
according to the common habit of politicians, 
quoted statistics which only presented a half 
picture and deduced apparent truths from 
talse premises. It may be true that once 
the County of Limerick had 320,000 inhab- 
tants and that now there are only 140.000; 
but how different was -e standard of living 
and housing of the 330,000 as compared with 
that of the 140,000 of to-day in spite of bad 
trade. That comparison was omitted, and 
wisely omitted, from the politician’s point of 
view. From the premise that the absence of 
unemployment in France is due to her tariffs 
he drew the conclusion that high protective 
tariffs would do away with unemployment in 
Saorstat Eireann, but it is well-known that 
Frenchmen abhor unemployment, and there- 
fore accept lower wages and work longer 
hours than are accepted by Irishmen or, for 
the matter of that, by Englishmen. 

It is certainly open to question—as a matter 
of fact, it can - proved a truth—that a 
Jowering of wages and a lengthening of hours 
would produce a higher standard of living 
and probably a larger population than tariffs. 
Such measures would result in an increased 
cutput of agricultural and industrial products, 
whereas tariffs obviously do not, while as well 
they involve the support by the rest .of the 
population of those engaged in the Customs 
service. A single Australian farmer can pro- 
duce food for one hundred other people in 
the form of wheat—a crop to which parts of 
that country are singularly adapted by nature. 
It may be doubted whether in the most 
favourable districts for wheat-growing in the 
Saorstat a single Irish farmer could produce 
enough for ten other people after satisfying 
his own needs, but the Irish farmer can 
roduce eggs, butter and cattle economically 
cause the climate and the soil of the country 
are suitable. Therefore the highest standard 
of living possible is attained when the Irish 
farmer sells these products abroad and with 
the proceeds of the sale purchases Australian 
or Canadian wheat. 

Our politicians do not seem to understand 
the elementary facts which are the basis of 
economics and of trade, It seems worth while 
repeating that, apart from that part of the 
population that lives on the proceeds of (1) 
foreign’ investments, (2) industrial products 
sold abroad, the remainder can and do only 
live on the agricultural produce of the Free 
State. If the income from foreign investments 
increases, if the sale of our industrial pro- 
ducts abroad increases, if the agricultural 
production of the Free State increases, then 
this country can carry either (1) a larger 
population, with the same standard of Jiving 
as at present, or (2) a smaller or the same 
population with a higher standard of living 
I can agree that the industrial prosperity of 
the country will be increased the larger the 
proportion of the income from foreign invest 
ments that is spent at home; but it is diffi- 
cult to understand how the farmer will 
benefit. It is even more difficult to under- 
stand how factories catering for the demand 
for industrial products from the agricultural 
population of the Free State—for that will 
be their market—can+supply the variety and 
range of goods and patterns that modern 
standards of life demand,’or where the skilled 
peann to operate such factories will come 
om. 

Has Mr. de Valera made any forecasts of 
what the trend of prices and wages will he 
under his proposed régime, or to what dimen 
sions smuggling will attain, or to what extent 
emigration of existing factories and capital 
will take place, or what unemployment will 
be produced while his experiment :s being 
brought into being? As an !rishman of the 
Irish, I am, of course, “again the Govern- 
ment,’ who a r to me to have only two 
real credits to their name—their agricultural 
policy and their maintenance of order. Still,

Had the premium been paid to an insurance 
company, it would undoubtedly have been 
treated as an expense, and no prudent busi- 
ness. man would consider the fact that the 
risk was borne by the undertaking itself a 
sufficient justification for excluding the pre- 
mium from the charges to be taken into ac- 
count in ascertaining the net trading results. 
Mr. Brittain reiterates his claim that in- 
creased sales and saving in fuel costs durin 
the present year will bring in an additiona 
profit of £3,000. He endeavours to dis- 
prove my estimate of 1.7d. per unit as the 
average price obtained in respect of addi- 
tional units sold last year by a subtle, but 
fallacious, reference to the average price ob- 
tained over the total units sold. The re- 
cords of the undertaking show that of the 
excess units sold last year over the sales of 
the previous year only 20 per cent. repre- 
sented units for lighting—that is to say, for 
every additional unit sold for lighting at 
d. four were sold at “approximately 1d. 
ae five additional units brought in 84d., 
which is equivalent to an average ce cf 
per anit. Even granting that part 
of the increased sales may have n at the 
maximum power rates of 2d. per unit, it 
would be generous to assume that increastd 
sales would yield even 2d. per unit. Mr. 
Brittain estimates the direct cost of produ 
tion at 1d. per unit, so that a margin of 1d. 
at the outside is left to meet capital charges 
and «iy inerease in distribut'on costs 
e accounts of the undertaking 
clearly that the present revenue is not 
sufficient to meet any additional — capital 
charges. Accordingly, any increase in capital 
charges must be met out of the .evenue aris- 
ing irom the increased supply which neces- 
sitated the extra capital expenditure. As I 
have stated in my last letter, the annual 
capital charges on the additional capital 
which the engineer of the Pembroke under- 
taking considers necessary would amount to 
at least £4,000.

THE MINERS’ DISTRESS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—Although our local claims for the 
needs of our poor at this season have been 
responded to with even more than the usua! 
generosity of Irish givers, and must continue 
to be faced, may I venture to plead for 
some endeavour on the part of Ireland to 
help in alleviating the unprecedented distress 
in the British coalfields? In Great Britain 
there has been a nation-wide response to the 
appeals íor assistance of the unemployed, 
and particularly the miners and their 
families; but the disaster in the coal industry 
is so appalling, especially in South Wales, 
that the sum subscribed, even with the 
Government subsidy, is, I understand, 
seriously inadequate for the needs of the 
situation. The problem, we are assured, de- 
mands both financial and other resources, 
not only for the relief of present necessities, 
but for training in other occupations and for 
migration and re-settlement. 
A few days ago I received from the Dublin 
centre of the Society of Friends a statement 
of the admirable relief work now being 
carried on in South Wales by a number of 
the English members of the Society. This 
work is constructive, and not simply chari- 
table. Like all the humanitarian activities of 
the Friends, these relief efforts in Wales are 
carried out with practical ends in 
such as the establishment of local industries. 
and are all. I need hardly say, characterised 
by the charm of persona] interest and 
brotherliness. Admitting the continuing 
need of relief for our own distress, I would 
still venture to hope that some Irish assist- 
ance would be forthcoming for the miners— 
men who in their work for the community 
onl had every day to face peril to life and 
imb. 

May I add that among the many Irish 
people who spend holidays in Wales, or 
know-sthe -ancient connection of our country 
with’ the Principality. or have, like myself, 
addressed Welsh audiences in mining dis- 
tricts, there must be many who would be 
glad to share in approved plans of assistance?

£500, and a number of guarantees for 
smaller sums have also come in. It is 
understood that some individual citizens 
of Cork have sent in guarantees, and that 
telegraphic 3 “Am were received yester- 
day from Cork for a further supply of 
guarantee forms. 

NO TIME TO LOSE. 

It would appear that at last public in- 
terest has been aronsed in the racés, and 
the Organising Committee are taking a 
more cheerful view of the situation 
Very little tifhe, however, remains, and 
those people who éentemplate sending in 
guarantees ae to respond to the Com- 
mittee’s appeal immediately.

TOWN-PLANNING WAITS 
ON GREATER DUBLIN.

Mr. Horace T. O'Rourke, City Architect, 
was interviewed by an /rish Times represen- 
tative yesterday with regard to the views 
expressed on Town Planning by Mr. Manning 
Robertson, A.R.I.B.A., at "ruceda ''s meeting 
of the Architectural Association of Ireland. 

Asked for his ne on the sub of 
Town Planning r. O'Rourke said that 
while he ag that professional associa- 
tions are entitled to express their rape vane 
of town planning from the academic stand- 

int, he also thought it was obviously the 

usiness of the Government to weigh up the 

responsibilities of its practical adoption, and 
he had no doubt but that the Government 
was fully impressed with the necessity of 
some effective Jegislation to assist in the 
poreneet of our principal cities on modern 
ines. 

There appears, continued Mr. O'Rourke, a 
tendency on the part of some advocates to 
single out one or other advantage to be 
derived, overlooking the vastness of panor- 
amic view involved in the subject, and the 
furidamentals which must be selected out of 
the maze of controlling powers vouchsafed to 
local authorities elsewhere. 

IRELAND LEFT OUT. 

Asked if he considered it wise to have 
the Town Planning Act of 1909 in operation 
in this country, Mr. O’Rourke replied that 
it would seem the Town Planning Act of 
1909, the first in three countries, was not 
made applicable to Ireland for two reasons— 
the first, presumably, to save the British 
Treasury, and the second because ours is a 
relatively poor and undeveloped country with 
few large towns, and our local authorities 
are not able to saddle the burden of town 
pisnaing. A hard-pressed Government must 
be given adequate opportunity for consider- 
ing the essentials of such a great soeial re- 
form as is embraced in town planning. 

GREATER DUBLIN. 
Does not Dublin eapecially require con- 
sideration in this matter?—With regard to 
the metropolitan area of Dublin, it is 
commot.'y known that earnest consideration 
has been given to draft proposals for an 
administrative bill, which will deal with the 
new area of Greater Dublin, and it seems to 
me that until this is disposed of by legisla- 
tive enactment we cannot áon áie ch ress 
for town planning powers to deal vith an 


NO SERIOUS MISTAKE. 

Although this is regrettable, I am afraid 
it is inevitable, and jt is only on a par with 
what has taken pace elsewhere in the past, 
and in my belief no serious mistake in this 
regard has yet taken place in Dublin. It 
must be realised, however, that the present 
circumstances place a local authority in a 
position of danger where activity is ba at 
an abnormal] pitch, such as is the case in 
housing development. If I am permitted any 


Commissioners, 1 would like to say that the 
p Principles of town planning are constantly 
present to their minds when decisions have 
to be made in civic improvements; but they 
are, of course, hampe by the want of 
statutory guidance, and the powers in this 
respect, which should be confefred upon them 
as civic administrators of a growing capital. 
Further, it would be no exaggeration to say 
that they are receptive of every suggestion 
made that has a bearing on this matter. 

In my opinion it is futile to compare one 
of the greatest capitals in Eurupe with Dub- 
lin, á te say that it is four hundred times 
more efficient. It is a simple canon of ethics 
that like must be compared with like. 


NOT SLIPSHOD NOW. 
It is also a gross exaggeration to state that 
ours is now the most slipshod of capitals. 
Whatever truth there may have beén in this 
statement ten years ago, it has practically 
evaporated now under efficient administration, 
The time is passed when a discerning public 
deems town-planning to bea fad or that it is a 
too expensive mode of reform. The answer 
is that, while town-planning primarily aims 
at conservation of life and the elimination 
of waste, it is none the less as a money- 
saving proposition that it has gained popu- 
larity in other countries. In our principal 
cities ,powers of the nature referred to would 
create an immediate negative benefit, in se 
much that it would prevent new developments 
being badly planned, and, if this is done over 
a sufficiently long period, the ultimate idea] 
is approached. 
What is your opinion as to the practical 
application of regional planning throughout 
the Free State ?—Í am afraid that the apostles 
of culture are travelling tao fast when they 
advocate the immediate enactment of regional 
planning legislation. In England and else- 
where regional planning is far behind town- 
planning, and there they have the money, the 
organisation and the practical need—all of 
which our provincial areas lack.” 

GOMPARISON. 

Asked how Dublin at present compared 
with cities of similar size elsewhere with 
regard to planning and open spaces, Mr. 
O'Rourke said :— Dublin is the admiration of 
every visitor with regrad to the planning of 
its modern portions, its wide streets and its 
open spaces. The operations of the Wide 
Streets Commissioners of a century ago have 
to a large extent been responsible for those, 
but in its older and congested areas much 
improvement is needed, and it is here that 
town-planning could secure great results. — 
In regard to public advertisements affecting 
the city’s amenity, Mr. O'Rourke said that 
there was not adequate control granted by 
legislation in this matter. It might be argued 
that it was for local authorities to combine 
in an endeavour to seek this control, and, 
until that was done, it did not seem incumbent 
upon the legislature to consider i.

“ ATROCIOUS CASE,” SAYS

Whatever old 
clothes they had on them were in rags, mest 
of them had no boots in the middle of winter, 
and on three occasions no foed was found in 
the house.

VERDICT AT INQUEST. 


An inquest was held yesterday in Jervis 
Street Hospital, Dublin, on John Delany, 100

driver on the Great Northern Railway, who 
was brought to the hospital on January 22 
last, and found to be dead on admission. A 
verdict of *‘ death from cardiac failure, follow- 
ing extensive disease of the aortic valves,” 
was returned. 

W, J. Delany identified the body as that of 
his brother. who was 34 years age and a 
married ‘man. The deceased man had been 
away from work, previous to the day he 
collapsed, for four days with a cold; it was 
not serious, and he was not medically 
attended.

IS for work on the morning of January 22 
ast. 

Dr. McKeown, House Surgeon, said that 
at the post-mortem examination he found no 
marks of violence. There was disease of th: 
aorta and of the aortic valves. His condition 
was such that death might have taken place 
at any time. 

John Sherlock, fireman, who was working 
with the deceased man on the morning v' 
January 22, said that he saw him moving an 
engine into a shed. The engine stapped, an’ 
he heard Delany say that the lever had 
struck him on the chest. Witness believe: 
that the lever could not have etruck th: 
deceased man, because it had not moved. 

In reply to Mr. J. Gleeson, solicitor, repre- 
senting the deceased man’s widow, th: 
witness said that if the lever had struck him 
it could not have struck him on the chest; he 
was a tail man. 

Mr. W. J. Bradley, representing the Great 
Northern Railway Company, to the witness— 
The lever referred to is a little wheel, and 
would move in a rotary; it could not move 
and strike him '—To the best of my belief, h: 
was not struck. 

Mr. J. Hand, Locomotive Super- 

intendent, Great Northern Railway, said that 
the deceased man was years in th 
company, and always was in goad health. 
The lever could not have struck him, unles 
he fell against it when he got weak. 
A verdict as stated was returned. The jur 
recommended the relatives to the kind con 
sideration of the Great Northern Railway.

BELFAST-LIV ERPOOL 
SERVICE. 


NEW MOTOR SHIP LAUNCHED 
AT BELFAST. 


The Belfast-Liverpool service will have the 
distinction of having the first motor ship ‘o 
be employed in the British cross-Channel ser- 
vicos. This vessel, the Ulster Monarch, the 
first of three twin-screw passenger motar 
vessels for the Belfast Steamship Company 
(Coast Lines) was launched by Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, Limited, at Belfast yes- 
terday. Instead of the usual steam engines 
the propelling units will consit of two ten- 
cylinder @rless injection trunk type of Diesel 
encines of the Harland B. and W. make, 
having the cylinder jackets and covers cooled 
by sit water and the pistons cooled with 
oil. 

From the point of view of passengers, the 
most interesting feature will be the large 
number of single berth rooms. Over 4 
hund of these will be provided, and the 
remainder of the accommodation for the other 
319 first class passengers will be two-berth 
rooms. The length of the vessel is 345 feet, 
and the gross tonnage 3,760. It is designed 
on modern lines with a crujser stern, and the 
distinetive short ‘‘ motor-ship ” funnels. 

It is expected that the Ulster Queen, the 
second of the trio, will be launched in about 
four weeks, and the laynching date for the 
third, the Ulster Prince, has been provision- 
ally fixed fer April 11th, on which date it is 
ticpated the vesel launched to-day, the 
Ulster Monarch, will go into commission on 
the Belfast-Liverpool service. The new 
vessels will renlace the Petrictie. Grephic and 
Heroic, which, it is understood, are to be 
transferred to the Liverpool-Dublin service.

The Cork Harbour Commissioners’ decision 

tn revert ‘o the pre-war scale of pilotage 
dues at this port has aroused the opposition 
of the six large jiner companies, in respect of 
whose vessels no reduction from the present 
charge is proposed. The shipping companies 
have forwarded to the Free State Department 
of Industry and Commerce a joint letter of 
protest against the exclusion of their vessels. 
Chey suggested that any reduction in their 
vase would be an inducement for an increase 
in the number of liners calling at Queeristown, 
and this would not enjy assist in tie develop- 
ment of tourist traffic in this country, but 
also would add to the Board’s revenue. 
- At present a flat rate of £20 pilotage dues 
is charged on all liners callin Eas and in 
the case of a vessel due to call but prevented 
from doing so a charge of £13 is Jeyied. (1 
vessels cailing on the outward and homeward 
journeye tonnage dues are chs ged on “ne visi! 
only amounting approximately to £20. 

As this total sum of is virtually the 
only revenue derived by the Board from the 
liners the Commissioners contend that in view 
of the facilities provided at the port, and 
the large sums which have been spent on the 
improvement of the lower harbour in making 
safe anchorege ground for liners their charges 
are by no means unreasonable. 

As a matter of fact, some months ago 
application was made by the Board for 
power to increase the tonnage dues on liners. 
but the decision of the departmental inguiry 
into the matter has not vet been published. 
It was not intended to exercise this power, 
however, unless certain reductions in dues on 
rts proved 
too great a strain on the Board s resources 

It is calculated that the expenses incurred 
by the shipping companies on every visit of 
their liners amount to almost £150 jn pilotage 
and harbour dues, Board of Trade costs and 
the provision of tender services.

LOSS OF SEVENTY LIVES, 
From ‘‘ Tae TIMES” Corresponpent. 

SHANGHAI, Thursday. 
Eighteen survivors of the steamer Heng 
Chong reached Shanghai to-day. The 
Heng Chong foundered in a north-easterly 
gale at 1 a.m. on Monday, sixteen miles 
north of the Shaweisham Lighthouse, 
which marks the. mouth. of the Yangtze. 
The captain and seventy members of the 
crew were drowned. It is believed that 
water entcred a defective port and caused 
the cargo of coal, which the ship was | 
taking from Tsingtao to Shanghai, to 
shift, with the result that there was a 
heavy list to port. This rapidly in 
creased; the dynamos were stopped by 
the water, and the lights went out. 
A panic ensued, and it was possible to 
latinch only one boat. Nineteen of’ the 
crew got away in the boat, including the 
chief officer, named [Llvov, formerly an 
officer in the Russian Imperial Navy, who 
dived from the ship at the last moment | 
and was picked up after swimming a 
hundred yards in the icy water. 
‘The survivors spent forty-eight hours in 
an open boat, without food or water, and 
one died from exposure. They succeeded 
in making the north bank of the Yangtze, 
where they were kindly treated by Chinese 
fishermen.

CAPTAIN C. J. M‘CARTHY. 


We regret to announce that Captain C. J. 
McCarthy, deputy chief live-stock inspector 
lo the Free State Ministry for Agriculture 
died suddenly yesterday morning at his 
residence, Lower Leeson street, Dublin. s 

Captain McCarthy came of a well-known 
family belonging to the neighbourhood of 
Ovens, Co. Cork. After leaving school he 
spent some time on the home farm, which he 
eft to enter the Agricultural Faculty of the 
College of Science, Dublin, where he had a 
distinguished career.

'The bill which was to give effect to the 
various recommendations of Commissions, 
inquiries and experts has been relegated 
to the limbo of things forgotten. It was 
an expensive enterprise from start to 
finish, but it was useful in focussin 
attention on the waste, extravagance an 
mismanagement which disfigu the ad- 
ministration of the city, Some of our 
wisest citizens are of opittion that it was 
better to drop the bill, as it was a cause 
of acrimony, but the way is still open for 
reform, there being many matters which 
can be remedied without the aid of legis- 
lation. Economy and wise statesmanship 
generally can do much to set the affairs 
of the Corporation upon a satisfactory 
basis, and if old animosities are forgotten 
and the members seek only the highest 
standards of efficiency combined with the 
welfare of the municipality, there is no 
reason why Belfast should not regain its 
proud reputation as one of the best 
governed cities in the Empire. 
The city itself is an enduring memorial 
to the wisdom and vision of men of the 
past, and, notwithstanding the faults and 
failures of “recent years, it will continue 
io grow in importance. Sir William 
Turner did much to inaugurate reforms, 
and his successor, Sir William Coates, is 
eminently fitted to carry on and complete 
the good work. He is a man of outstand- 
ing ability, thorovghly conversant with 
the complicated affairs of the Corporation, 
particularly on its financial side, and is 
capable of guiding his colleagues with tact 
and wise judgment. It is certain that

FREE STATE COINAGE. 


The negotiations at present in progress 
between the Free State and the Imperial 
Treasuries relative to the transference to 
kingland of the British coinage in circula- 
lion in Southern Ireland are being 
followed with eager interest in the North; 
and, if one is to judge by the comments, 
there will. not be much mourning in 
oficialdom up here if the young Dominion 
fails to realise its fullest hopes in that 
direction. Jt is reasonable enough that 
the British Government should redeem its 
own coins at their face value, considering 
that it made a profit on them in the first 
instance, and it could not afford to be 
unjust to one portion of Ireland and a 
venerous benefactor of the other. Our 
little islands are too closely intertwined 
by social and commercial ties to permit of 
such a thing. 

Of course there are people who affect 
a pose of ultra-loyalism, and these ex- 
ponents of extreme thought denounce the 
Free State for presuming to carve out its 
own path. To these critics the new coinage 
is something primitive, vulgar—at least 
they say so—and ill-natured remarks are 
made about cows and hens and pigs, 
although their beauty of design has been 
acknowledged by experts at the Royal 
Mint and by artists whose opinion is 
worth consideration. These petty 
jealousies, however, whose cause is easily 
understood, only serve to amuse fair- 
minded people.

A FLOURISHING INDUSTRY. 


It is a strange commentary on the 
demand for a ‘‘dry’’ country through 
compulsory measures that, notwithstanding 
the infliction of severe penalties, the 
manufacture of illicit spirit continues to 
flourish. Reports to hand this week from 
both North and South record that men 
have been fined and imprisoned for 
making poteen, and only the other day it 
was stated in court that in certain parts 
of the country the children are cultivating 
a taste for the fiery stuff through getting 
“‘sips’’ of it from their elders. These 
occasional captures only give one a faint 
impression of what is really going on. The 
illegal traffic is probably of greater magni- 
tude than is generally believed; for the 
Southern Guards and Northern police 
could not possibly watch, night and day, 
the remote districts and fastnesses where 
the law-breakers work in secret. The 
authorities do their best, but they cannot 
extinguish this ancient and adventurous 
calling. 

Several years ago a person interested 
in the licensed spirit trade informed your 
correspondent that a ‘‘traveller’’ called 
upon him in Belfast and offered to. sell 
him a consignment of poteen, intimating 
at the same time that he was doing quite 
a good business. The offer in this instance 
was rejected. Probably the intensive cam- 
paign by the police has reduced this illegal] 
trading to the vanishing point, but the 
incident mentioned shows that the 
smuggler does not lack either daring or 
enterprise. In these days, when feeling is 
running high, it might be well if 
extremists on both sides of the temperance 
question gave a little more consideration 
to such things. Everyone wants to see 
Northern Ireiand happy, contented and 
prosperous, but the contending sections of 
the community demand that their own 
particular fetish shall be worshipped to 
pring that about, and are apparently 
blind to one another’s good points. 


The discontent which has been caused 
by the charging of exorbitant rents in 
Belfast and throughout the province seems 
to be increasing rather than diminishing, 
and the establishment of a fair rents court 
as a means of remedying the grievances 
of tenants, and protecting them from “ un- 
scrupulous ” Jandlords, is being advocated 
by the Ulster Tenants’ Defence Associa- 
tion. Strong pe have already been 
made against the action of the Ministry 0! 
Home Affairs in de-controlling dwelling- 
houses of a valuation between £26 an 
£52, although the Imperial Government 
refused to de-control similar houses in 
Great Britain, the result of which was 
that Nerthern Ireland tenants were placed 
in an uhfavourable position compared with 
their brethren across the Channel. 
Another cause of complaint is that houses 
of over £8 valuation are automatically 
de-controlled as soon as they become 
vacant, and the incoming tenant has to 
pay a vastly increased rent as compa 
with his neighbour next door. There are 
other anomalies in the Rent Acts, which 1t 
is ho might be adjusted by the setting 
a fair rents court, until there is a 
sufficiency of houses for the population : 
but the formation of such a tribunal will 
hardly commend itself to those in high 
places unless under very strong pressure, 
such as has been suggested by making it 
election issue.

ACTION STRUCK OUT. 
(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON.) 

The case of William McDonald and others 
against F. J. Morrin and others, all of Dublin, 
came before the Court. The plaintiffs sought 
a declaration that an election and alteration 
of certain rules effected at the annual meeting 
of the Irish Amateur Boxing Association on 
October 7, 1925, were invalid. 

When the case was called, the hearing was 
adjourned for a short while at the request of 
counsel in order that a consultation might 
take place. When the parties returned to 
Court, 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
C. Casey (instructed by Mr. D. Maher), for 
the plaintiffs, said that an agreement had 
been reached, and that a number of gentle- 
men in the city who had been very good 
friends until October, 1925. were friends once 
more. All the parties in the case, said 
counsel, were keenly interested in- scientific 
boxing, and in promoting boxing contests in 
the city. There was no question of gain in 
ihis action or between these gentlemen. 


A DISPUTE. 

Unfortunately, there was a dispute in the 
vear 1925 concerning the election to the 
Council of the Association, it having been 
alleged that unconstitutional elections had 
taken place. The plaintiffs insfituted Jegal 
proceedings, and for various reasons the 
hearing of the case had to be adjourned 
several times. The matter had now been 
adjusted. The action would be struck out 
on the defendants undertaking to pay the 
plaintiffs’ costs at an agreed figure. The 
plaintiffs would acknowledge the Constitution 
of the Association as at present existing, and 
it was the intention of both sides to do all 
that they could to promote the sport of 
boxing in this country under the egis of the 
Association. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. James Cawley (instructed by Mr. H. B. 
O'Hanlon), for the defendants, said that his 
clients were acting simply by virtue of their 
capacity as officers of the Association and in 
its best interests, and in no other capacity. 


MATTER ADJUSTED. 

When the proposal was made to them in 
the interests of the Association, they did 
everything that was possible to smooth over 
the difficulties that had been created, and to 
ensure that the work and progress of the 
Association should be forwarded in every way 
by the adjustment which had just taken 
place. The parties were satisfied that the 
matter had been adjusted, and it was hoped 
that there would be even greater union and 
strength in the Association henceforward. 

The judge expressed his pleasure at the 
settlement of the case. The spirit that all 
these gentlemen had shown was, he said, in 
the Association’s best interests. 

The case was accordingly struck out on the 
defendants undertaking to pay the plaintiffs’ 
costs, the plaintiffs, on their part. undertak- 
ing to acknowledge the existing Constitution 
and personnel of the Association.

(BEFORE THE CHITF JUSTICE, MR JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON and MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN.,) 


the plaintifis in the case of Burke and 
others v. the Dublin Corporation appealed 
from a judgment of Mr. Justice Meredith, 
dated 8th November, 1927, dismissing the 
action with . costs, The action had been 
brought for a declaration that the plaintiffs 
femplovés of the Corporation) were, and each 
of them was, -entitled.to half pay half 
wages during the period of the Great War, 
and, in addition thereto, one-half of any 
general additional remuneration by way of 
war bonus which was granted by the de- 
fendants’ Council, and that the war service of 
the. plaintiffs, and each of them, must be 
reckoned as employment or service with the 
deiendants; an account of the amount due 
by the defendants to each of the plaintiffs in 
respect of such half pay or half wages and

general additional remuneration; and _ pay- 
ment of the amount found due to the 


plaintiffs and each of them on the taking of 
the account. 

The defence was an admission that the 
period of time during which the plaintiffs and 
each of them was serving with any of the 
services mentioned in the statement of claim 
was to be computed and reckoned as employ- 
ment or service with the defendants for the 
purpose of ascertaining the plaintiffs’ pension. 
able rights, and for all purposes where the 
continuity in service or length of service with

MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH'S FINDING. 

In his exhaustive judgment, dismissing the

Bank, Rathkeale, and was sent therefrom in 
the ordinary course to the clearing house at 
Dublin. When the cheque ‘arrived at “the 
paying branch ‘at Newcastle West the portion 
hearing James Nash’s ‘signature had ‘disar- 
bpeared from it. Correspondente ensiiéd, nd 
'f was disclosed that James Nash was the 
drawer of the cheques” Mr. Nash ve-signed 
the cheque on request, but stopped paymeiit 
thereof. In these circumstances the cheque 
‘was returned to the Rathkeale Branch, and 
the plaintiff was requested to refund the £10, 
which he refused to do. Thereupon the 
Rathkeale Branch debited his current account 
with the amount. ‘The plaintiff then suéd 
the bank.
